All over Texas 
there are sections of road that 
have been built with a smooth, 
hard surface hy continuous use of 
the drag. 
Don’t try to drag sand 
until clay has been spread and 
harrowed in with disc and spike 
tooth harrows. 
Don’t try to drag 
a rocky road, throw’ the rocks out 
and save wear and tear on mules 
and w’agons. 
Clay, sand-clav, or 
sand loam will yield to dragging, 
because the drag smears the sur­ 
face when it is wet, pulls ruts ¿md 
holes and makes a crown that w ill 
shed water.

If 
tin* roads have not been dragged 
the use of the drag will make 
them 100 per cent better. During 
hard times we can prepare for 
good tnpes sure to follow’, by drag­ 
ging roads, draining them prop­ 
erly, and repairing culverts and 
bridges. 
“ Xehemiah w’as one of the gre­ 
atest statesmen and generals that 
ever lived but lie could never have 
rebuilt the walls of Jerusalem if 
every man had not worked on the 
section near his own 
home. 
A 
similar campaign of road main­ 
tenance in Texas with every man 
dragging and otherwise improv­ 
ing the sections of highway near 
his own home would put us in a 
position to market crops 
when 
prices are highest at regular re­ 
duced cost.“ 


AUSTRIANS CAPTURE 


BELGRADE OF SERVIA 


Fighting Lulls in 
Russia 
After 
Big Battle; Nothing New 
in France. 


Austria officially reports the cap­ 
ture of Belgrade, the capitol of 
Servia, This city h a s been under 
bombardment the greater part of 
th e war at different time*. 
The 
Servians announce that they hav«* 
retired to stronger positions and 
th.it tin* loss of Belgrade is not 
such a severe blow as might he im­ 
agined. The Austrian» consider it 
one of the greatest successes of Un- 
war. 
In th** Russian ar«*na of tin* war 
fighting has somewhat slackened. 
During the first part of the week 
the Russians report«*! that they 
had cut off th«- retreat of the Ger­ 
mans and the capture of two army 
corps, about sixty thousand men 
w’as imminent. The 
Russians by 
clever strategy and with the aid 
of the frozen country 
drew the 
Germans far into Russian t«*rri- 
tory, and then turned on 
them 
cutting their advancing fore»*s in­ 
to thr«*e separate divisions. 
The 
Germans hav«* fought fiercely,how­ 
ever, and have succeeded in ex­ 
tricating themselves 
from 
what 
seemed to be certain annihilation. 
Th** Russian army continues to 
advance on Cracow, driving the 
Austrian army before them into 
tin* interior of Hungary. 
In east 
Prussia the Russian army contin­ 
ues to advance, hut 
they 
have 
gained no important success. 
In france fighting has been de­ 
sultory and without importance. 
Artillery duels 
have 
been fre­ 
quent. 
The French have advanc­ 
ed in many places, but nothing of 
importance has been gained.

War Revenue Taxes. 
Austin, Texas, Nov. 
20.—Col­ 
lector of Internal Revenue A. S. 
Walker today call«**! attention to 
the requirements of the recent in- 
actod Emergency 
Revenue Law, 
commonly called the War Reve­ 
nue Act. 
Beginning with the month of 
November, special taxes are im­ 
posed on the following 
occupa­ 
tions: Dealers in tobacco, cigars, 
cigarettes, snuff, etc. (when annu- 
\1 sales exceed 
$200), 
bankers, 
brokers of all kinds, commission 
merchants, 
theatre 
proprietors, 
circus proprietors, and propri« t- 
ors of bowling alleys, pool 
an«I 
billiard rooms. 
To avoid 50 p«*r cent penalty, the 
taxes must be paid to th<* collector 
of Internal Revenue 
before the 
c!os<* of business on November 30. 
The first tax period is that from 
November 1st, 1914, to June 30th, 
1915, and the tax to be paid at 
that time is 2-3 of the tax for a 
full year. The tax to b«* paid by 
dealers in tobacco, cigars, etc., is 
$3.20 for the 
remaining 
eight 
months of the fiscal year.

To Teachers, Trustees and Parents 
Beginning with this issue of the 
paper I am sending 
suggestive 
helps 
for 
the 
betterment 
of 
schools, also 1 shall 
give to the 
rural schools suggestive programs 
for semi-monthly afternoon exer­ 
cises, in which the Social Center 
Move of “ Betterment 
Circles,” 
will be the paramount issue. 
Inasmuch as the press is the on­ 
ly available soree of general in­ 
formation to a great number of 
the people, I am asking that ev­ 
ery teacher and every parent in 
the county subscribe at once for 
some one of the county 
papers 
1hat you may get the many valua­ 
ble articles of interest that the 
various papers have and will, 1 
am sure, be glad to give, gratui­ 
tously. 
May I suggest 
that 
teachers 
keep a record book, in which shall 
be kept a record of all programs 
given, special addresses, items of 
special interest, and a roster of 
the visitations made during the 
school, and this book shall be kept 
by the trustees for the next teach­ 
er. 
Teachers are also asked to keep 
a “ Scrap Book” in which shall be 
kept select gems of prose and po­ 
etry, short articles 011 current ev­ 
ents, 011 improvement of grounds, 
also the beautifying of home and 
school, and anything that will ap­ 
peal to the general uplift. Pupils 
and parents are asked to make se­ 
lections and give to the teacher, 
who will select the articles to be 
kept^ These selections will serve 
a good exercise for opening. 
I shall also ask that each school 
room be provided with a table for 
exhibits 011 which shall be kept, 
for 
inspection, any 
meritorious 
work offered by pupils, such as 
maps, outlines, note books, draw­ 
ings, penmanship, themes, biogra­ 
phical sketches of noted men, and 
anything that will show what the 
children are doing. At the close 
of the school term, I shall ask that 
some of the best exhibits of the 
various schools be sent to my office 
for general inspection of the peo­ 
ple. The articles sent to this de­ 
partment will show the name of 
pupil, the school, names of trus­ 
tees and the teacher. 
The absence of specimens from 
your school will show the lack of 
interest on the part of some one, 
and I ask will this be you? 
I desire to ask that agriculture 


and school gardens be given early 
attention. 
Grafting, 
budding, 
sprouting and germinating should 
be done and not merely read. Pre­ 
pare, if possible, school gardens, 
and pupils will be interested in 
flowers, as well as the growing of 
plants which can be readily sold 
at good prices. 
Co-operate with 
the county demonstrator in the 
work of corn clubs, tomato clubs, 
raising chickens, pigs, and assist 
in the canning industry. 
Teachers will remember that a 
cash prize of $25.00 will be given 
to the school maintaining the best 
sanitary conditions. 
Schools will 
be judged as to the condition and 
keeping of two toilets, the cleanli­ 
ness of school 
grounds, 
school 
rooms, as well as the keeping and 
preservation of the school books, 
also the cleanliness of pupils and 
oare of clothing. 
It may be that some other pri­ 
zes will be offered later, by busi­ 
ness men who are interested in 
the general devedopment of the 
county.

Oklahoma Jim Crow Law has 
been held constitutional 
by the 
Supreme Court, 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
The state courts refused 
to grant an injunction «gainst this 
law and it was appealed to the 
supreme court.

verse the decision of the Oklaho­ 
ma court, because the law provid­ 
ed that sleeping, parlor and chair 
cars were to be provided for white 
persons alone, and it was thought 
that this would be a violation of 
the fifteenth amendment to the 
constitution.
